Civil Rights and Liberties 
Explained by N.Y. Attorney 


Jacob K. Javits. Attorney Gen­ 
eral of the State of New York, 
Sunday night spoke at the Jew­ 
ish Community Center in the Com­ 
munity Forum lecture series, and 
told 
e group the basic differ­ 
ences between civil rights and civil 
liberties. 
Civil liberties, Javits said, are 
basic guarantees in our way of 
life as set down in the Constitu­ 
tion. 
The courts guarantee cer­ 
tain liberties, such as a speedy 
aqd public trial to determine in­ 
nocence or guilt, freedom from 
arbitrary arrest, s» ' •-H. and seiz­ 
ure, and the liberty to invoke the 
Constitution's fi 
amendment. 


"IT IS DP TO you, the public." 
Javits stafod, "to see that these 
hereditary libertas are effective." 
He said a mockery has been 
made of some of them through the 
public's apathy. For instance, men 
have 
en put on trial though they 
ha en't been formally accused of 
a specific crime, by a specific ac- 
cussee, such as in the "witch- 
hunting" hearings of last Winter 
in Washington, D. C. 
Civil rights, however, are laws 
of the land passed by Supreme 
Court, or any body of law, im­ 
proving 
conditions 
that 
h a v e 
changed since the framing of the 
Constitution. 


JAVITS GAVE TWO specific in­ 
stances illustrating civil rights. 
Definition of protection from in­ 
vocation of the fifth amendment 
is now determined by a competent 
judging. For instance, if a rubbish 
collector in a rem ote small town, 
completely out of touch with na­ 
tional security in a direct sense, 
were to write a note saying we 
should give atomic secrets to Rus­ 


sia. 
and 
he 
invokes 
the 
fifth 
amendment 
during 
questioning, 
there is no cause for dismissal 
from his rubbish collection job on 
security basis. He is m erely acting 
to protect his pri 
pies. 
But if an atomic scientist writes 
a sim ilar note, and in questioning 
invokes the amendment on the 
grounds that the answer m ay tend 
to incriminate himself, the compe­ 
tent body of hearing officers may 
feel that there is reason to dis­ 
miss him from his job as a risk to 
national security.

Eden Declares 
Britain Not to 
Quit H-Bombs 


LONDON (IF)—Prime Minister Sir 
Anthony Eden said today Britain 
is going ahead with H-bomb de­ 
velopment and will not accept any 
nuclear ban placing Britain in a 
position of "decisive inferiority to 
other great powers." 
Eden rejected a Socialist move 
in Parliament to commit horn to 
talks on the prohibition of nuclear 
test explosions when he sees Pres 
ident Eisenhower next month and 
Soviet Prem ier Nikolai Bulganin in 
the Spring.

GETTYSBURG. Pa.,(IB—President 
Eisenhower and his top defense 
and budget advisers agreed today 
on a military spending budget of 
roughly 34Vi 
billion dollars for 
next year. 
Defense Secretary Charles E. 
Wilson told newsmen after an hour 
and a half conference with Mr. Ei­ 
senhower that there was no major 
change in previously announced 
plans to keep military spending at 
that level in the fiscal year start 
ing next July 1. 
"It will be tough,’ Wilson said. 
"We think we can make it." 


THE BIG PROBLEM which con­ 
fronted the conferees was whether 
defense spending would be such as 
to permit a balanced budget and 
a possible election-year tax cut. 
Besides Mr. Eisenhower and Wii 
son, those attending the conference 
were Adm. Arthur W. Radford, 
chairman of the Joint C h i e f s 
of Staff. Budget Director Rowland 
E. Hughes, and Assistant Defense 
Secretary W. J. McNeil. 
The conferees met in Mr. Eisen­ 
hower’s tiny temporary office in 
the Post Office building in down­ 
town Gettysburg. 


THE ADMINISTRATION want- 
to balance this year's budget and 
have prospects of doing the same 
for fiscal 
1956-37 before asking 
Congress to reduce taxes. 
The President's conference with 
Wilson and Hughes highlighted his 
work—and—rest schedule for to­ 
day. He will be busy all week and 
wiil return to Washington Satur­ 
day for a monthly physical exami­ 
nation and conferences with Re­ 
publican and bipartisan congress­ 
ional groups.

Man, Dies at 81 


PITTSBURGH M — John Peter 
Honus Wagner, whose iron man 
exploits with the Pittsburgh P i­ 
rates made him baseball's "g reat­ 
est shortstop of all time," died 
early today at his home in nearby 
Carnegie at the age of 81. 
" 
The famed "Flying Dutchman” 
died in his sleep at 12:56 a.m. At 
his bedside were his wife Bessie, 
his daughter-in-law, brother-in-law 
and, other intimates of the family. 
Wagner, who had been ill In re­ 
cent years, made his last public 
appearance April 30 when he at­ 
tended the unveiling of an 18-foot, 
40-ton bronze statue erected in his 
honor just beyond the left field 
wall at Forbes Field. He had been 
bedridden 
since 
last September 
when he injured his hip in a fall 
at his home. 


THE HALL OF FAME hero with 
the peculiar bowlegged stance was 
one of baseball’s legendary figures. 
He led the National League in bat­ 
ting eight times and was a .300- 
plus hitter for 17 straight seasons. 
He set records which are still 
intact and at which players have 
been aiming in vain for nearly half 
a century. 
Honus spent 18 full seasons with

Plans 
for the restaurant have already 
been termed by experts "one of 
the America's most beauUful and 
unique restaurant buildings."

New Savage Tirade 
Directed Against 
West in Berlin

BERLIN Wl — The East Ger­ 
man Communists said today Amer­ 
ican Ambassador Jam es B. Co- 
nant was "boasting” when he said 
the United States would hold to the 
four-power status of Berlin. 
The savage new attack on West 
Berlin and the United States was 
published in the official Commu­ 
nist newspaper Neues Deutschland 
which has hinted repeatedly at a 
new blockade of Berlin. 
Neues Deutschland said Dr. Co- 
nant should know that the four- 
power statute on Berlin "has not 
existed for a long tim e" because 
the "West itself trampled it in the 
mud.” 


THE 
OFFICIAL 
COMMUNIST 
organ thus appeared to- proclaim 
invalid the four power laws under 
which the United States, Britain 
and France occupy Berlin with 
Russia, supply it and have the 
right to free movement to Ber­ 
lin through the Soviet zone. 
It was another East German ef­ 
fort to bolster Hie "sovereignty" 
of the East German government 
which the Western powers—and 
the 
Bonn 
government—recognize 
only as a puppet state under the 
Soviets. 
Only Monday Soviet Maj. Gen. 
P. A. Dibrova, the Russian Berlin 
commandant, stressed again the 
sovereignty of East Germany and 
the Soviet sector of Berlin. He did 
this by rejecting a British protest 
against a border shooting and re­ 
ferred it to "the proper authorities 
of the German Democratic Re­ 
public.” 


TODAY'S 
BLAST against Co- 
nant and the West Berlin officials 
followed a series of boasts by the 
East Germans that they will decide 
"who” travels to West Berlin and 
"how.” They accompanied it with 
new threats 
against barge and 
highway traffic. 
There still was no clear explana­ 
tion of how the Communists in­ 
tended to apply their latest threats. 
They said Monday that Western 
vehicles reaching the isolated city 
through 110 miles sof Communist 
territory must have East German 
liability insurance as of Jan. 1. 
This could be a threat either to 
stop Western traffic or to levy 
high insurance rates. Already they 
have imposed high highway use 
taxes. 
The threat to close canal traf­ 
fic—which supplies one-fourth of 
Berlin's supplies — was coupled 
with demands the West Germans 
negotiate with the East German 
government. 
This Bonn has re­ 
fused to do although low-ranking 
trade groups have met frequently.

State John Foster Dulles charged 
today that Russia has been trying 
to get India to use force in its dis­ 
pute with Portugal over the terri­ 
tory of Goa.

a news conference at which he de­ 
fended a joint U.S. - Portuguese 
statement on Goa which has in­ 
furiated India. 
Dulles said he gave very careful 
consideration to the statem ent is­ 
sued last Friday, and that he felt 
it was appropriate to express feel­ 
ings on Soviet statements aimed 
at fomenting trouble in the G o a 
area. 


THE 
CONTROVERSIAL 
state­ 
ment, which Dulles issued jointly 
with visiting Portuguese Foreign 
Minister Paula Cunha, referred to 
Goa as a "Portuguese province.” 
The phrase infuriated the Indians 
because they have insisted that 
Goa is not a province but an un­ 
king Portuguese colony which 
slmuld be turned over te India. 
Dulles .<u»o told newsmen: 
1. Communist China nas h ti * a 
steadily building up airfield* in tha 
Formosa Strait area. But U.S. in­ 
telligence so far has not indicated 
that the Red Chinese are making 
preparations to attack Nationalist 
Chinese holdings in the area. 
2. The United States hopes both 
Israel and her Arab neighbors will 
see the benefits to all concernd 
in a solution to their dispute. Sa 
far no concrete step toward a solu­ 
tion is in sight, but the possibilities 
for agreement exist. 


S. IT IS ALWAYS possible that 
Communist East Germany will cut 
barge traffic to Berlin, but t h e 
United States has no reason to 
think this will happen now. He 
said the United States will hold 
Russia responsible for interruptions 
in canal traffic under the 1954 
agreement assuring the West o!

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EDITOR'S CORNER 


UGHT MANUFACTURING OK—It was good news to 
learn from the mayor of Cabazon that no deal has been 
made to permit a cement plant operation in the newly 
Incorporated town. As a m atter of fact, the mayor said 
-the only site that could be used for such a plant has 
beeri acquired for the proposed poker parlor. If this is 
true we can be relieved that there will be no dust and 
smoke drifting over Palm Springs from that direction 
The Palm Springs Chamber of Commerce has been 
concerned about the effect a proposed ore reduction 
plant in the Thousand Palms area might have on the 
future of this community as a resort. The directors felt 
that the'm illing plant could be dangerous and believe 
It would set a bad precedent to permit the establish­ 
ment of heavy industry in this resort and recreational 
»rea. 
It should be recognized by everyone that the econ­ 
omy of the entire Coachella Valley is dependent entire­ 
ly on its resort and agricultural resources. Any devel­ 
opment that would endanger either would be a serious 
mistake. This fact must certainly be apparent to resi­ 
dents throughout the county and the Board of Supervis­ 
ors. 
In protecting the economy of this section of the 
county they are protecting 40 per cent of the county’s 
revenues. 
W hether or not the proposed milling plant would be 
objectionable from air or water pollution standpoint is 
of first consideration. The effect of heavy industry on 
development of the surrounding area for resort home- 
sites must be given consideration also. It does not seem 
that heavy Industry has any place in an area depend­ 
ent upon its agricultural and resort development in 
which millions and millions of dolara have been invest­ 
ed. 


PURSUIT OF INDUSTRY — Probably what the com­ 
munities of the Coachella Valley should do is. try to 
attract the acceptable kind of light industry to the area. 
In an economic survey of Riverside County conducted 
a couple of years ago the recommendation was made 
th at this sectjon of the country should try to attract 
light industries—such as arts and crafts—to help bal­ 
ance the seasonable resort business'. Since then our re­ 
sort business has grown steadily and the “season” ex­ 
tended, but it would do no harm, and likely would help 
considerably, to have light industries here like those 
In the Laguna Beach area. 
This section would offer many advantage. With the 
Improvement in air conditioning systems it makes pos­ 
sible a year-around operation. No real effort has been 
made to attract such concerns. The Desert Art Center 
has done an excellent job in helping enlarge the art col­ 
ony that has been growing slowly for the past several 
years. It is an excellent addition to the economic as well 
as the cultural phase of community life here. 
While we are keeping up the defense against the dan­ 
ger of heavy industry gettihg a foothold here, perhaps 
we should go on the offense by interesting the sort of 
industry that would be welcome by both resort and ag­ 
ricultural interests in the Coachella Valley.

A ll Time High — There was a time when it seemed 
that the days of the newspaper might be numbered. 
W hat with radio and television cutting into the avail­ 
able advertising dollars it was feared that newspapers’ 
share might be reduced to the point where the dailies 
and weeklies might have to give up. But editors, pub­ 
lishers and newspaper advertising managers are sleep­ 
ing better now (if they ever lost much sleep). 
National newspaper advertising lineage hit a new 
all-time high for the first nine months of 1955 showing 
a whopping jump of 64.5 per cent in automobile adver­ 
tising in September over the^corresponding month of 
last year. By January first, next, total newspaper ad­ 
vertising revenue for the year should exceed $3 billion, 
the greatest sum, by far, ever invested in any advertis­ 
ing medium. 
Total national advertising for the first three quar­ 
ters of 1955 was nearly 12 per cent above 1954. Retail 
ads were approximately 7 per cent greater and classified 
advertising close to 17 per cent higher in volume.

Brucellosis 


There a re few diseases, th at a re 
so destructive to both men and an i­ 
m als as Brucellosis. It is responsi­ 
ble for the wiping out of $87,000 
000 w orth of dairy products and 
veal calves in a y e ar in the coun­ 
try an d it gives rise to fevers of 
unknown origin such as arth ritis 
with 
pus 
accum ulations, 
psycho 
neurosis and obscure "bad health." 
In som ew hat over 1,000 persons 
in the United S tates at one tim e 
and probably m any 
tim es, th a t 
num ber had mild infections which 
sap the vitality without producing 
acute m anifestations. 
Brief episodes m ay often pass 
for influenza, and lohg duration 
chronic infection m ay defy proof 
as to th e causative agent. T h e 
severe form s can go as far as to 
produce liver inflam m ation, or ui- 
ceration of heart valves and heart 
lining not to m ention the death of 
the patient. 


THE DISEASE GOES back in 
m edical history to the tim e of Hip­ 
pocrates. 
However, 
Sir D a v i d 
Bruce w as the first to identify the 
germ in the spleen of a group of 
patients who died of M alta Fever. 
It was the late B.L.F. Bang who 
then showed that contagious ab o r­ 
tion in cattle was caused by a 
germ and later the close relation­ 
ship betw een these two discoveries 
was m ad e evident by Alice E . 
Evans. H um an beings usually a c ­ 
quire the disease from drinking in­ 
fected m ilk. 
The g erm is harbored usually in 
the tissue underneath the lining of 
the various organs. H ere it m ay r e ­ 
m ain for 
indefinite 
periods 
and 
cause unpredictably mild or scri- 
ods disease. Most of the infection 
am ong anim als in this country is 
found in cattle, swine and horses 
to the extent of 75 percent. When 
swallowed with infected milk, very 
fortunately, 
the 
stom ach 
juices 
m ay digest the germ s. 


CONSEQUENTLY, it is alm ost 
an 
occupational 
disease 
am ong 
butchers, farm ers, m eat packers, 
veterinarians, and stock yard la­ 
borers who are m ost exposed. M ost 
of the patients a re m en between 
ages of tw enty to fifty-five years. 
As stated above, the disease m ay 
occur very slowly or very abruptly, 
The sym ptom s m ay include fever, 


sweats, chills, profound w eakness 
and gencraliezd 
pains 
but 
also 
headache, depression, nervousness, 
insomnia, 
backache, joint pains, 
pain in the back of the neck and 
abdom inal 
pain. 
There m ay 
oc 
also nausea, 
vom iting, 
constipa 
tion and diarrhea, cough and vis­ 
ual disturbances. 


THE 
PHYSICAL 
exam ination 
m ay not yield any evidence except 
the fever until the lymph glands 
become enlarged as do the spleen 
and the liver in a certain num ber 
of patients. As the disease prsists, 
suppuration 
or 
pus 
com plicates 
the condition and the bone involv­ 
ed on X -ray exam ination will show' 
the breaking down process. 
This m ost frequently will be seen 
in the vertebrae, the joints, the 
bursae, 
gall 
bladder, 
and 
the 
covering of the brain. The liver, 
likewise, becom es inflam m ed. Ag­ 
glutination tests will yield the dia­ 
gnosis and the treatm en t w ith anti 
biotics such as T erram ycin com ­ 
bined w ith one of the cortisones 
should be curative.

IT WAS A PULP paper romance 
magazine, with stories purchased 
abroad for- translation into Eng­ 
lish—a simple translation, Dela­ 
corte said. Where it said "tram 
it became bus. a person of nobility 
became a millionaire, etc. So it be­ 
came an original American story 
Next came magazines of w a r 
stories, and he was the first to an­ 
ticipate the

receptive 
mood. It all came about from 
Lindberg's flight across the Atlan­ 
tic. No definite connection, but it 
happened. 
Following soon after was "Bally­ 
hoo," an entire magazine devoted 
to satirizing advertising—similar to 
one currently on the stands today, 
many years later.

AS LONG as your feet don't 
hurt you why bother with them 7 
This is the stand taken by too 
many people, including golfera. 
Such people ahould realize that 
the feet are long suffering parts 
of the body. They complain or 
rebel only when they have been 
abused to the extreme. But when 
thev quit on you, brother, you're 
through.

Drenches Coast 


with Rain, Snow

Sub-zero cold gripped the na­ 
tion's north today and a new Pac­ 
ific storm doused the West Coast 
with rain and snow. 
Temperatures fell steadily in the 
northern 
Midwest following a 
weekend blizzard. In Wisconsin 
early today it was an icy 15 below 
at both Grantsburg and Wausau 
and 12 below at Eau Claire. 
II was even colder in the cen­ 
tral Rockies, where Fraser, Colo , 
became the nation's icebox with 
16 degrees below zero. Winds of 
35 miles per hour, with gusts up 
to 52 mph, brought added shivers 
tc Southeast Wyoming. 
On the West Coast, more rams 
were expected in the wake of a 
Pacific storm which spread rain 
from Central California into ¿he 
Pacific Northwest and dumped 
moderate to heavy snows on 
mountain areas. 
The rains caused some power 
failures yesterday and forced a 
work stoppage on the Islais Creek 
railroad bridge in San Francisco, 
delaying movement of some South­ 
ern Pacific commuter trains as 
much as 90 minutes. 
Texas reported up to 3 ¿4 inches 
of fast-melting snow in the Amar 
ilto area and cold weather also 
overspread all of the nation's east­ 
ern third, sparing only Maine and 
Florida. Syracuse, N. Y„ got two 
inches of snow in a 24-hour period 
and one inch was measured at 
Erie, Pa.

Harriman Says 


Administration 


to 'Bust' Unions

NEW YORK W—New York Gov 
Averell Harriman charged today 
that President Eisenhower's ap­ 
pointees are using the Taft-Hartlcy 
act to bust unions. 
Harriman made the accusation 
in an address before the conven­ 
tion of the new 16 million member 
labor organization formed by the 
merger Monday of the CIO and 
the AFL. 
The New York governor singled 
out Vice President Richard M 
Nixon, Secretary of D e f e n s e 
Charles E. Wilson, Secretary of 
the Interior Douglas McKay and 
former Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce Lothair Teetor as men 
high in the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration who are unfriendly to ta 
bor. 
"UNHAPPILY, there are people 
in high places who don't like your 
marriage," Harriman said in his 
speech prepared for delivery to Uie 
new merged labor organization. 
"What these enemies of Ameri­ 
can labor fear is that this mai- 
riage will last. And at this very 
moment they are plotting, and car­ 
rying on, a powerful and systema­ 
tic attack designed to weaken Uie 
influence of labor in American 
life.” 
"Is it any wonder that the 
NLRB has been turned over to 
men with long anti-labor records?" 
Harriman said. “Or that these 
same men have tried to use the 
Taft-Hartley act to bust unions, as 
they did a few days ago in the 
case of a UAW local in Indin. 
"You remember President Eis­ 
enhower himself said the law ought 
to be amended so that it could not 
be used to bust unions. But it 
wasn't, and now his very own ap 
pointees are using it that way. 
“IT’S HIGH TIME we quit talk 
ing and eliminated from law the 
injustices of Taft-Hartley,” he 
said. 
Secretary of Labor James P. 
Mitchell told the new AFL-CIO con 
vention that he had always favored 
uniting the two labor organizations. 
'I look to the new unity to bring 
improvements in our union-man- 
agement relations," he said. "If it 
does not it will have failed to riss 
to what may very well be its 
greatest challenge.” 
He asked for "continued sup­ 
port" of his principles which have 
brought an increase in the mini­ 
mum wage, attempts to extend 
coverage of the minimum w a g e 
laws, extension of employment in 
surance and social security and 
which have held “it is a mistake 
for states to rush heedlessly into 
the passage of so-called 'right to 
work' laws.” 
HARRIMAN’S CHARGE of anti­ 
labor tactics by Eisenhower ad 
ministration officials and his ap­ 
peal for elimination of the "in­ 
justices” of the Taft-Hartley act 
were considered an indication oí 
the Democratic stand in the 1956 
presidential campaign. 
Harriman, who is widely con­ 
sidered a possible candidate lor 
the Democratic nomination for 
president at some later date, also 
urged: 
1. Extending and raising th e 
minimum wage to $1.25 an hour 
2. National minimum standards 
for unemployment insurance. 
3 A medical care program to 
eliminate medical cost bankrupt­ 
cy
